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GENERAL SHERMAN. 


The Here of the Atianta Cam- 
paign Growing Tired of Society 
and Catholicism. 

WASHINGTON, June 26. 

It is stated that General Sherman is 
avery unhappy man. A high army 
officer, who knows him well, declares 
he is not what be seems in his bluff 
and hearty interview. In the first 
place, he really hates to give up his 
position atthe bead of the army, as 
it has been his sole occupation against 
melancholy or bitter domestic disap- 
pointments. Heis the very life of cer- 
tam Washington circles, and has 
always been the hero of social ſestivi- 
ties all over the country. It is true 
that he is tired of Washington, and 
that he is anxiousto go to St. Louis, 
and, soldier-like, be puts a good face 
on the matter, but this bluffness does 
not conceal from bis friends the deep 
seated chagrin that is upon bim. 

He was greatly disappointed when 
his son joined the Jesuits. Mrs. 
Sherman is a woman who has the 
most personal ambition for advance- 
ment. In her church she is one of 
iis most active agents and is in corres- 
pondence with the authorities at 
Rome. General Sherman made a 
struggle to remain in Washington 
after his retirement from the army, 
but Mrs. Sherman was determined to 
go to St. Louis, where the Catholic 
Church has a wide and powerful field, 
in which she could have a more influ- 
ential and leading position. Amoug 
the last days of his stay in Washington 
the General has been seen walking, 
with his hat slouched carlessly over 
his eyes. His figure, which has 
always been so erect, has, within the 
last six months, learned to stoop. 

Those who have approached him 
with the idea of his being gloomy have 
always been repelled with some rat- 
tling bit of brilliant chaff, indicative of 
the highest spirits. When he is set- 
tled in St. Louis, Mrs. Sherman be- 
lieves, that she, with bim away from 
the frivolities of this life, can get him 
to find salvation in the Holy Catholic 
Church. The General is growing oid. 
In the dull regions of St. Louis he may 
fall a prey to his wife’s persistence, 
and, for the sake of peace, go through 
the form of joining the church. Up 
to the present time Sherman has got 
along without any religion, whatever- 
He said recentiy: “I do not think I 
need any priest’s crutch with which 
to hobbie the rest of the way to my 
grave, but I can’t tell what may hap- 
pen in the future.“ He is now off on 
his last free play spell, and it is to be 
hoped he will have a good time in 
this the last round of his to military 


posts. 


A Serious Railroad Aecident. 
Hewvena, M. T., June 26. 
News was brought here to-day by 
an eye-witness that on Saturday, the 
23d, at 6:30 Pp. M., at Elk Creek, one 
mile and a half east of Heron Swing, 
a wood train, backing down, was run 
into by a gravel train, and instantly 
killed 18 Chinamen sand wounded 
from 20 to 2% others. The engineer of 
the gravel train was killed and the 
fireman seriously injured. No one 
was hurt on the wood train. The 
gravel train was going at the rate of 
35 milesan hour when the collision 
occurred. Both engines are a complete 
wreck. The dead were buried at 
Heron Swing, and the wounded cared 
for. 


Big Fire at New Orleans. 
NEw ORLEANS, June 26. 
The Planters Cotton Seed Oil Works 
in Algiers were struck by ligbtning 
this evening and entirly destroyed,

THE TOWN WAS NAMED 


Susanville in honor of Susan Ingall 
Roop, daughter of Isaac N. Roop, 
who was Peovisional Governor of 
the Territory of Nevada in 1858 and 
1859. the lacy is# still a resident o. 
Susanville, aud was interviewed by 
a GAZETTE reporter last week. She 
is the wife of A. F. Aruold, one of 
Lassen’s most respected citizens. 
They have tive childreu, ranging 
from 5 tu l6yearsof auge. Governor 
Roop was a native of Maryland, 
but his parents moved to Ashland, 
Ohio, wheu he was young, where 
he hus a brother living now. Mrs. 
Arnold was born there, but came to 
Susanville 20 years ago. Governor 
Roop came in 1853, and in 1854 
built the first house that was ever 
put up in Lussen county. Itis still 
standing in Mr. Arnold’s orchard, a 
solid, double-log house. It was 
used as a fort by the Susanville 
party duriog the Plumas war. He 
died at 47 years of age and i» buried 
in Susanville. Governor Roop was 
a man of fine appearance, with 
heavy, brown hair aud a streng and 
haudsome face. He was u lawyer 
by profession, „and represented 
Susauviile in the Nevada Legiuia- 
ture, before the State line was lo- 
cated. 
ANOTHER PIONEER 


Was Peter Lassen, a Dane, who 
struck the Pacific coast in 1839, lo- 
cating at The Dalles, Oregon. In 
1841 he built a saw miil at Santa 
Cruz, and in 1844 put up the first 
house north of Marysville. It was 
in Butte county, on ground now 
owned by ex-Governor Stanford. 
His fort,“ as it was called, soon 
became the headquarters of travel. 
General Fremont stepped there in 
1846 for some months to recruit his 
little army, and all the emigrant 

rties who crossed the mountains 
by tne Lassen trail stopping there, 

bis famous trail was discovered by 
Lassen, who believed a shorter line 
than the southern routes could be 
opened for immigrants, but it was 
net used much. A writer in the 
Overland tor July says it is the best 
crossing for a railread in the whole 
range.

A Neat Device.
